per cent of lUs net profits, the na­ 
tional indu.strlal conference board 
announced Sunday . 
A study made by the board dis­ 
closed th at In proportion to ag ricul­ 
tural net profits taxe.s paid on farm.« 
during th a t period averag ed nearly 
three time.« more than the last three 
prewar j’ears. During 1912, 1913 and 
1914 taxes ab.sorbed an averag e of 
11.2 per cent of the total net farm 
profits, the report .said. 
"How acute a crisis American ag ­ 
riculture has jm.s.sed throug h In re- | 
cent vears.” the report .said, "Is re­ 
flected In the fact th a t In 1920-21 
taxes collected from, farm s am ount­ 
ed to nearly six times the total net i 
profits from all farms. 
In 1921-22 
there was considerable Improvement 
In the ag ricultural situation g ener­ 
ally . but taxes .still ab.snrbed 77.7 
j;ier cent of the net profits. 
Since 
then the burden has g rown lig hter 
from y ear to y ear, until In 1925-26 ( 
only 30.4 per cent of the total ag ri­ 
cultural net profits had to be paid 
out In taxes. 
The survey .showed taxes levied on 
ag riculture am ounted to $ 890,000,000 
In 1925-26 ag ainst $ 315.000.000 In 
1913. In the last crop y ear net prof­ 
its were g iven as $ 2.930.000,000. about 
the .same as In 1923. 
Tax relief plaved only a small part 
In easing the tax burden, the board 
said. 
Tlie survey showed th a t it 
had come about primarily as a re­ 
sult of better prices and the result­ 
ing big g er net profits for ag ricul­ 
tural producus. 
The study pointed 
out that the real tax problem In 
reg ard to ag riculture lies In the fact 
th at the farm er s Income fluctuates 
g reatly from y ear to y ear, while the 
tax bill remains on the same level, 
whether the income for the y ears Is 
larg e or small. 
“Thus tax pay m ents which were 
hardly felt In 1919 con.stituted a 
crushing burden In 1922.” the rejiort 


^^Tlie farm ers have derived little 
direct benefit from federal tax re­ 
duction. according to the survey 
which pointed out that practlcalh 
all their tax bills are property taxe? 
collected by state and local g overn­ 
ments. which with few exceptions 
have been continuously Increasing 
their levies.

AN $ 80,000,000 CROP. 


J ust when Anxious Nellie began to fidget for fear 
that an absence of moisture might prevent hundreds 
of thousands of acres of magnificent looking wheat 
from filling properly. Nebra.ska gets an old-fashioned 


.soaker. 
In the vicinity of Lincoln the rain was a little short 
of three-quarters of an inch. It did more good than 
the average inch and a half downpour because it fell 
so slowly that every drop of it soaked into the soil. 
It wet the ground for several inches and provided the 
fjnal assurance of plenty of moisture to carry this 
wheat crop through to maturity under the most fa ­ 
vorable conditions. 
Elsewhere in the state the rain 
measured from an inch to as high as two and a half 


Inches. 
It was a case of 
getting 
moisture 
when it was 


needed. 
At no time during the growing season in 1926 did 
Nebraska have a rain of the character which visited 
this state Sunday. 
The preceding winter had been 
abnormally dry. The spring months brought no break 
in the drouth. 
Summer came on and its heat in­ 
tensified the conditions. 
What a reversal there has been since the crop sea ­ 
son of 1926! 
Heavy rains in the late fall put the 
.soil in the finest shape it has been in years. Before 
the first of the year, tlie deficiency in moisture, which 
had reached nearly 11 inches, had been made good, 
and the.se conditions continued throughout the winter 
and early spring months. Since then there has been 
a liberal supply of moisture, and as a result, Nebras­ 
ka is looking forward to one of its most satisfactory 
agricultural years. 
Until the reaper and the thresher take to the fields, 
it will be difficult to estimate the size of Nebraska’s 
wheat crop. Already the crop has gotten far enough 
along to make certain it will be a large one—possibly 
the greatest raised in this state. 
It is estimated by 
the federal crop statistician a t more than 62,000,000 
bushels—excelled only three times since Nebraska be­ 
came a factor in wheat production in this state—and 
it may run as high as 70,000,000 bushels. 
For this crop which is made, the Nebraska farmers 
will receive not less than $ 1.15 and possibly as high 
as $ 1.40 a bushel. 
Unless the next few weeks result 
in a very appreciable improvement of wheat condi­ 
tions in other states, the price is likely to go higher. 
But at the present market price, Nebraska’s wheat 
crop will mean approximately $ 80,000^000 
for 
the 
farmers of this state. 
That sum is a third of the
